His natural talent 
for a long time was known only to his own family, to whom he was in 
the habit of reading the poems, which, composed while working with 
his spade in his father's garden, he committed to paper during the leisure 
of the evening. The MSS. were written in a hand, almost as illegible 
to himself as to others, but the fame of their contents after a time 
becoming known beyond the humble circle for which they were intended 
— publication followed. The refinement of taste and ideas, which would 
appear to be inseparable from poetry, had not their civilizing effect on 
Bfikskett, who died a victim to drinking. — J.H.H.

The 
ftocount of the Parishes is meagre in the extreme ; sometimes reprints of 
articles from the " Grentleman's Magazine," sometimes the mere name and 
situation of the Parish, and these not always correctly given. 

Warner states, in his ** Literary BecoUections," that this work is a most 
barefaced piracy ; that he did not know of its publication till he received an 
anonymous letter severely criticising what was supposed to be his work. 
He says that he then procured a copy, and on going through it was surprised 
to find that the compiler had incorporated into his collections not only the 
Domesday book, but also nearly the whole of his History of the Isle of 
Wight, Clausentum, and Topographical Bemarks on the South- Western parts 
of Hampshire. But it seems incredible that respectable booksellers, whose 
names are on the title-page (Bivington, Cadell, and others) should have 
lent themselves to so gross a literary fraud ; or that Warner's Hampshire 
Domesday, published only six year's previously, should have been actually 
incorporated into the work, as the second volume, without Warner's or his 
publisher's knowledge and consent. And it is not a little remarkable, as 
throwing great doubt on Warner's story, that he himself in 1792, circulated 
proposals, which clearly indicate such a work as this which was sab- 
sequently published under his name ; almost the only difference being that 
he proposed to print it- in three volumes folio. A copy of these IVoposals is 
among Gough's Collections in the Bodleian ; and they are reprinted at the 
end of Warner's Clausentum. And it appears, from No. 306, that Warner 
was not always accurate in his statements. 

I have failed to discover who D.Y. was. 

It is stated on the title page, that only 250 copies were printed, 25 on 
large, and 225 on small paper.
